Red Chinese Show 
Folly Of Weakness 


Russia or Red China were to grab off a 
sizable chunk of Alaska, no one would expect 
Washington to react by politely requesting a 
conference a month or two later with either 
Khrushchev or Chou En-lai. Immediate and dras­ 
tic military action would be expected. 
But the soft approach is the course taken 
by Prime Minister Nehru in the invasion of the 
Himalayas by neighboring Red China. 
After 
months of debate and even a few harsh words, 
Nehru has now suggested to China’s Chou En- 
lai that they meet in New Delhi on April 20 to 
talk things over. 
From this it might he assumed that India 
doesn t really care about the lost territory, or 
that it is so friendly to the Communists that it 
doesn t feel like making an issue of it. or that 
it is following Ghandi’s principles of non- 
resistance 
Rut all indications from an aroused 
India show that these aren't the reasons. 
India does care, is bitter toward the Com­ 
munists because of their grab, and isn't anxious 
to turn the other cheek 
Why then the Nehru 
approach? 
Could it not he that Nehru knows he doesn’t 
have the military strength he must have to stand 
up to the Communists? That he realizes he must 
negotiate instead of fight? 
If so, this points out the folly of the 
neutralist theory that with good intentions and 
weak defenses a nation can get along with the 
Communists. It shows the wisdom of the West­ 
ern contention that one must deal from strength 
in any contacts with the Communists. 
Nehru, who has lectured the West repeated­ 
ly that its insistence on maintaining large de­ 
fense establishments was the wrong approach 
to the Communists, may now wish he had more 
armaments of his own.

A Mishmash 


I have carefully read “ Air Reserve Center Training 
Manual — Student Text — Reserve Non-Commissioned 
Officer Course—Continental Air Command.” The issue 
of this which I read appeared in a small paper " I ’.S.A.” 
It ls a mishmash of clippings and citations, truths, 
half-digested material and tells the reader nothing 
of any very great signilicance. 
If this manual is intended for high school gradu­ 
ates. it us inadequate anti-Commumst material I want 
to analyze it as an example of what should not be done. 
The material deals with espionage and reaches 
this conclusion 
“ Another rather foolish remark often heard is that 
Americans have a right to know what’s going on Most 
people realize the foolhardiness of such a suggestion. 
If a football team should start telling the other side 
the plays it planned to use, their opponents would 
sweep them off the field. It’s the same in war—hot 
or cold; if we tell our secrets, we are likely to be 
beaten, and beaten badly.” 


Uhararterixtir of the thinking that ha* gone 
into this pamphlet, this paragraph contains two 
separate ideas: 
1. 
It is foolish for the American taxpayer to 
want to know how his money—with emphasis on 
the word. his—is being spent; 
2. lf the truth were known to the enemy, we 
should he beaten. 


The conflict of ideas here is that the power of the 
budget, under our Constitution, rests in the House of 
Representatives as the place of origin for appropria­ 
tions 
Not a single item is secret. The taxpayer has 
the Constitutional right to know how that money is 
being spent and hearings are held before Congressional 
committees on this subject. 
What needs to be kept secret are strategic and 
tactical matters and they are sometimes made avail­ 
able to the enemy by military officers in speeches, 
articles 
and 
testimony before 
Congressional com­ 
mittees. 
It is not foolish for the taxpayer to ask questions. 
That is his civic duty. 
Now we come to an unbelievable section of this 
manual. 
It is under a subhead. ‘‘Communism in 
Religion,” but nothing in it refers to Communism in 
religion. Obviously that is impossible because Com­ 
munism or to use a more correct term, Marxism- 
Leninism. rejects religion, being atheistic, materialis­ 
tic and pragmatic. What the author meant to say was 
that some persons connected with religious organiza­ 
tions were also associated 
with Communist• front 
organizations. 
That does not make religion Com­ 
munist or any American sect, Marxist 
It merely says 
that certain individuals have a dual and conflicting 
relationship 
Somehow, the Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible is brought into this as a form of anti-religious 
activity 
The paragraph on this subject is short, con­ 
densed and nonsensical 
After all the Bible was not 
originally written in English. 
The King James Ver­ 
sion. revised or original, is a translation from Hebrew, 
A ram aic and Greek, just as the Vulgate is and can 
only be that, There are translations in all languages 
and some arc better than others. Belore we quarrel 
about the perfection of any translation, we must know 
Hebrew. Aramaic and Greek and the language into 
which they are translated 
There is no Marxist trans­ 
lation of the Bible into any language 


Thin there is a long discussion of the mis­ 
behavior of individual clergymen. 
Much of this 
data is taken from the various hearings of the 
House Committee on I n-American Activities, but 
It does mil prove that Protestant Christianity should 
be discarded. 
I can agree that the judgment of 
Dr. John A. Marker, retiring president of Prince­ 
ton Theological Seminary, on Red China is unsound. 
hut what does that prove about the Revised Stan­ 
dard Version of the Bible? 


It is difficult to follow the logic of this and I 
wonder precisely what such a pamphlet would do to 
convince a young American that Communism is evil. 
It concludes on this note. 
, We believe in the dignity of man—of the 
right of every individual to choose his manner of liv­ 
ing worship, his occupation, in short, everything that 
he docs, so long as the rights of other individuals are 
re.-pected 
In contrast, the Communists believe the 
irate to be supreme—in individual lives, in family life, 
in morals, in religion 
in government, and in the 
economics of making a living."

Why Germany s Chancellor Adenauer Worries 


WASHINGTON 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer has 


come to Washington with the aim, 


almost publicly avowed of plead­ 


ing with the President to take a 


firm line a* the summit on the 
great and agonizing problem of 
Berlin. 
A full sixteen 
months 
have 
passed since Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev opened the unending Berlin 
crisis with a roar of crude men­ 
ace It is very odd indeed, there­ 
fore. that the German Chancel­ 
lor should 
hope 
to 
influence 
President Eisenhower’* policy in 
any direction whatever. 
In 
a 
normal 
administration. 
there 
would no doubt at all. by now, 
about the 
Presidents 
position 
And 
the Chancellor 
would 
of 
course know about that position 
and would have no further hope 
of changing it. whether for good 
or ill 


Yet the Chancellor plainly re­ 
gards the President s position on 
Berlin as uncertain and subject 
to change One reason for this, 
as previously reported 
in this 
space, is the highly equivocal way 
the President himself has talked 
about Berlin, even in the highest 
councils of the Western alliance. 


At the Paris meeting in Dec­ 
ember, for instance, the Prest- 
dent remarked to the other heads 
of state that Berlins freedom 
must certainly be defended, but 
added that Berlin was indefensi­ 
ble except by an H bomb war, 
which was unthinkable. This cir­ 
cular statement, getting exactly 
nowhere, would have upset and 
worried any man in the German 
Chancellor’s 
shoes — even 
a 
much less suspicious man than 
Konrad Adenauer. 


Yet it should also be noted that 
Adenauer s worries about Eisen­ 
hower are quite certainly multi­ 
plied many times over by still 
apother element in the pre-sum- 
mit situation.

Court Is Asked To Uphold Low Farm Tax Rate 


ANNA POLIS (AP) - The state 
argued in the Court of Appeals 
Thursday that a tax break for 
farmers in suburban areas is nec­ 
essary to prov ide a "breathing pe­ 
riod" in rapidly expanding urbani­ 
zation. 
The state attempted to convince 
the high court that a Maryland 
law permitting lower tax assess­ 
ments on agricultural land is rea­ 
sonable and serves a public pur­ 
pose. 
Before granting the state attor­ 
ney general's office an opportunity 
to reargue its case, the high court 
ruled last Jan. 19 that the tax 
break did not meet the two re­ 
quirements of a valid exemption. 
John M Jones Jr . assistant at­ 
torney general, rn his reargument, 
said 3,700 farmers in the Balti­ 
more * Washington metropolitan 
areas receive the tax break 
He said 1.300 farmers were af­ 
fected in Baltimore County. fi92 in 


Howard. 1.250 in Montgomery and 
500 in Frince Georges 
Many of these farmers, he said, 
will be forced to sell their land to 
developers if their land is not as­ 
sessed solely at its agricultural 
value 
The tax break also serves a pub­ 
lic purpose, he added, in keeping 
a food supply near the cities and 
in preventing "so - called open 
spaces" from being grabbed up 
for development purposes 
Jones admitted that probably in 
the long run the farm land will 
be absorbed bv developments, but 
the tax exemption will provide 
time for better planning urban ex­ 
pansion. 
In attempting to overcome the 
high court's objection that the ex­ 
emption only affects a special 
group of farmers.
